ALDERMEN IN TROUBLE,

This morning o rather unexpected and singnlar

roceeding occarred in Conrt.  OF late it has been
obwerved that frequently persons who have been
ehurged before Aldermen with the commission of
crime, have been committed to prison to awalt trial
@t Court, and there they have remained for weeks
and months without any sction at al being
taken in their cases. It was hard upon these
nufortnnates, wnd in direct  violation of
every cltizen’'s right of speedy trinl when accused
of ertme, Upon exmunination into the matter it was
ghown thut the canse of It was that the aldermen
who hd made the commitments fulled to make any
retnrns to the District Attorney, and he consequently
bad no Knowiedge of them, and wns unable to pre-
sent them to the grand jury; and immedistely upon
this discovery, the court wus apprised of the faoct,
his Honor this morning summoned before him Alder-
men Thomas, Toland, Belshaw, Eggleston, Bonsall,
Putchel, Maull, and Mink, and required them to
acoonnt for the cnseg in which they had sent to
defendantsa  to  prison, and had made no re-
tarne,  Mr. Toland presented @ book of memoranda,
by which bhis administration of this business was
made to appear satisfactorily, but the other Alder-
men were found to be sadly derelict in their duty of
apprising the District Attorney of their comumit-
ments,

His Honor reprimanded these latter gentlemen for
thelr want of prompiness, saying that, if every al-
derman were to act a8 one of them had acted, having
at one time four defendants in prigson in whose cases
there wag no return, the sad consequences wounld
be readily appreciuted, and he sincerely hoped
that, In future, they would be more atien-
tive to the duties of thelr oflee.

Bhe was boarded the same day by the
Bpanish frigate; a8 above stated. The prisoners
were carried back to Remiedios and Incarcerated.
Oune of them is a lad about ten years of age.
They were visited In prison by Mr. Btone, the
United Btates Consular Agent ot that port, who
made a demand on the commandant of the pro-
vinee for thelr release,

This the commuandunt did not feel anthorized
to do without orders from superior authority.
The case having been made known to Mr. Hall,
U. 8 Viee Consul-General of Cuba, he has
ordered a thorough investigation to be made.
The ground of arrest is said to be that the
nomes of the passengers were not on the mani-
fest.
